Muscle Shoals project goes on, Secretary of War Weeks con- 
tinues his efforts to make the property one of .the most effi- 
cient sources of power in the United States. He has recently 
recommended to the budget bureau that an appropriation o"f 
$2,000,000 be authorized for doubling the power installation 
"at the Wilson dam. As originally planned there were to befour 
power units constructed, but Secretary Weeks'wants to in- 
crease them, to eight. Of course doubling the power capacity 
means no addition to the dam itself, which represents by far 
the greatest outlay of money at Muscle Shoals/By a compara- 
tively insignificant expenditure the return from the invest- 
ment in the dam will be doubled.
